Dangerous Precedent, and 
Cause Endless Confusion 


VOTE WAS UNANIMOUS 

Several Aldermen Say They Be- 

lieve Kiel Is Right—Will Not 
Vote for Bill Again. 


Mayor Kiel today vetoed an ordinance, 
passed July 7, changing the name of 
the west half of Twelfth street, between 
Olive and Locust streets, from Twelfth 
Mreet to Star square. 

In his veto message the Mayor said: 

„J have the honor to return to you 
herewith without my approval board bill 
No. 339, entitled ‘An ordinance changing 


the name of the west half of Twelftt. 
street, between Locust street and Olive 
street in the city of St. Louis from 
Twelfth street to Star square.’ 


Reason for Veto. 
The bill, if it were allowed to become 


a law, would set a dangerous prece- 
dent, which, if followed, would result 
in end'ess confusion to the people of St. 
Louis. The measure designates the 
western half of Twelfth street, between 
Locust street and Olive street, as Star 
square, leaving the eastern half to be 
known as Twelfth street. 

“I believe the enactment of this ordi- 
nance soon would be followed by a flood 
of requests from business houses 
throughout the city for a change in the 
names of portions of streets in front of 
their establishments for advertising pur- 
poses. The requests could not reason- 
ably be denied if a similar request were 
granted at this time, and a deplorable 
situation would be the result.

While details of the treaty were not 
given out, it is understood that the 
United States would come into complete 
possession of the islands. Word had 
been received from Denmark that the 
treaty is certain of ratification by the 
Danish Parliament. Senator Stone of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
saw President Wilson today, but said 
atterward he had not discussed pur- 
chase of the Danish West Indies and 
knew nothing of the question. It is un- 
derstood the Government hopes the 
treaty will be ratified at the present ses- 
sion of Congress. 


Status Like Porto Rico. 
It is assumed that the status of 


the islands of St. Croix, St. Thomas ard 
St. John, should the treaty be ratified, 
wil. be similar to that of Porto Rico. 
The new treaty is peculiar in that it 
will require action not only by United 
States and the Danish Rigsdag but by 
the United States House of Representa-

First Negotiations in 1565. 
Secretary Seward began negotiations 


for the acquisition of the Danish West 
Indies in I} 5 because the naval opera- 
tions of the war had shown the neces- 
sity of a base in the West Indies. A 
treaty was made and ratified by Den- 
mark, but the United States Senate 
failed to act on it in proper times and it 
lapsed. President Wilson, in his volume 
of Congressional Government, written 
about 1883, referred to the incident as 
the ‘‘treaty-marring power of the Sen- 
ate.“ 

Ineffectual efforts were made to re- 
open the negotiations in President 
Grant’s administration. In 1912, soon 
after President Roosevelt came into of- 
fice, Secretary Hay took up the subject 
and Denmark offered the islands for 
$5,000,000. The United States Senate this 
time ratified the treaty but the Danish 
Senate defeated it. It was said in diplo- 
matic circles that German opposition, 
influential in the Danish Parliament, 
was responsible. Later judgment, how- 
ever, attributed the opposition to Danish 
aristocrats. This opposition is still said 
to exist, and it is raid that if the pro- 
posed treaty is ratified by both Govern- 
ments the transfer will be submitted to 
the people of the islands. In the first 
negotiations in 1865 they approved a 
change.

Declare They Are Permitted to Import Not What 
They Need, but What English Think 
They Should Have. 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden, June 2%.—While 
much has been said and written in the 
United States regarding the British 
blockade and its effect upon the neutral 


nations, there still exists here in Scan- 
dinavia a feeling among Government 
officiais and commercial interests that 
the American people as a whole do not 
fully comprehend the gituation. They a: - 
sert that in tightening her “ring of 
steel“ around Germany, Great Britain 
has arbitrarily put the three neutral 
countries of Northern Europe ‘‘on ra- 
tions. The British officials in charge 
of the blockade permit these countries 
to have only what the officials think 
they should have, not what the cour 
tries proclaim they need. 
In the cage of Norway and Denmark 
the “rations’’ basis is maintained by 
agreement. In the case of Sweden it is 
enforced by British sea power, by seiz- 
ure of neutral ships at sea and deten- 
tion of goods in English harbors. Some 
Scandinavian ships, en route to Sweder 
from South America, recently have been 
entirely emptied of cargo and sent to 
their home ports as paupers of the ocean 
highway. 
There are many evidences of increas- 
ing resentment against Great Britain on 
the part of the Swedish people. The 
newspapers are beginning to comment 
more and more freely upon what they 
say is a practice in violation of all in- 
ternational law—ea flagrant misuse of 
power against the unquestionable rights 
of weaker nations.“ 

Protests in Vain. 
Swedish Government officials and 
Swedish merchants alike do not hesitate 
to say they have hoped against hope the 
United States would take a stand in be- 
half of the neutral eountries which 
would bring about a more reasonable en- 
forcement of the blockade. They have 
protested in vain to Great Britain and 
have endeavored to take such retalia- 
tory steps as were at Sweden's com- 
mand. But they realize Sweden is in no 
position and has neither the resources 
nor the military importance to gain for 
her protests favorable consideration. 
“Scandinavian netvspapers and officials 
argue that the United States has a most 
potent weapon to use against the allies 
to bring about a mere lawful conduct 
of the blockade.“ They firmly believe 
that if the United States Government 
would threaten to forbid the export of 
munitions of war and to declare urlaw- 
ful any loans to belligerent nations, En- 
gland would quickly be brought to 
terms. It is felt here that the United 
States has a great oppertunity ai this 
time to build up a permanent trade 
with the Scandinavian countries, but 
the blockade, coupled with the deten- 
tion and censorship of neutral mails, is 
making progress most difficult. 
The Scandinavians wouid be perfectly 
willing, they say, to let America dic- 
tate the conditions of the blockade, 
they do not feel they should be left ar- 
bitrarily to the will of Great Britain. 
There is no attempt here to deny the 
fact that huge quantities of supplies 
were shipped to Germany from Sweden 
after the outbreak of the war, but it is 
pointed out that Sweden always has had 
an immense trade with Germany, both 
buying and gelling, This trade has far 
outweighed that with any other nation, 
But ene by one the Swedish Govern- 
ment has prehibited the export of arti- 
cles, until mow practically nothing can 
be gent out of the country except by 
special permission. If a Swedish mer- 
chant is detected violating a guarantee 
that goods imported by him were for 
use in Sweden and would not be sent 
out of the country, the Government un- 
Sertakes to punish him regardless of 
the fact that the agreement may have 
been an cntirely private transaction.

to place food supplies in the hands of 
gpeculators, who are demanding ex- 
orbitant prices for their wares. Oddly 
enough, a great majority of these spec- 
ulators are said to be Germans. Many 
months ago they bought for shipment 
to Germany supplies not covered by re- 
export agreements, but soon found 
priees were soaring to such high figures 
here in Sweden it was more profitable 
to held their goods and resell to the 
Swedish people. This is particularly 
true of coffee. No people in all the 
world love their coffee like the Swedes. 


Already they are paying practically 
double the normal price for it with eet 
tations daily leaping upward. There +8 
fear that conditions here may soon ap- 
proach those in Holland which have 
caused so many disturbances. 

Sweden, the one Scandinavian country 
without an agreement with Great Brit- 
ain, does not feel she is any worse 
off than her neighbors, for Denmark 
recently was left practically without 
coal or gasoline. Gasoline 80 nearly 
reached the point of depletion that it 
scld for 50 cents a quart. The shortage 
of coal seriously threatened all in- 
dustries. To save electric power all 
street and advertising signs were for- 
bidden. 

Sweden still is able to get large quan- 
tites of coal and briquette fuel from 
Germany, and it is in exchange for this 
very essential import that the Swedish 
Government allows the export of iron 
ores and various food supplies to Ger- 
many. German commerce still flourishes 
in the south Baltic waters although the 
recent activities of English and Russian 
submarines and destroyers sent a thrill 
of apprehension through the various 
trading interests. Coal is by far the 
chief import of Sweden, as it is the 
other Scandinavian countries. 

The Swedish system covering exports 
of Good Germny has has been very care- 
fully thought out. No food can be 
exported without special license from 
the Government. In order to obtain 
this licenge the exporter of butter, eggs, 
pork, etc., must agree to put on the 
home market at a specified price an 
amount of food equal to that he is 
sending to Germany, The produce thus 
placed on the home market is known 
as “compensation food,“ and is sold 
well below the prevailing market. For 
a long time the better classes of con- 
sumers were able to gobble up all the 
„compensation food“ immediately it was 
offerred. Now cards have been issued 
to the poorer classes and they have 
special privileges at all sales. 


Analysis of Situation. 
Roughly, the import situation with re- 


spect to Sweden (and applying almost 
similarly to the two other Scandinavian 
States) is as follows: 

Coal—Sweden imports most from Ger- 
many, Norway and Denmark from En- 
gland—very limited quantity coming to 
latter countries. 

Cotton—Coming through in small quan- 
tities when consigned directly to spin- 
ners. No cotton allowed to dealers. 

Copper—Restricted similarly to cotton 
—must go direct to consumer. 

Coffee—Import practically prohibited 
by Great Britain. It is said Great Brit- 
ain now holds at least 25,000 tons of ecof- 
fee assigned to Sweden, valued at be- 
tween $6,000,000 and 7, 000, 000. Great Brit- 
ain claims Sweden has coffee enough for 
this year. The Swedes admit there is 
sufficient in the country, but the specu- 
lators have it all. 

Cocoa—Imports practically stopped for 
this year. England claims Sweden im- 
ported in three months an amount equal 
to that ordinarily consumed in two years. 

Corn, wheat and other grains, fats for 
margarine, lard, bacon and pork—all im- 
ports are handied by the Swedish Gov- 
ernment’s Food Commission. Very limit- 
ed amount allowed to come through. One 
cargo now held in Great Britain because 
Swedish Government will not give guar- 
antees demanded. 

Brass, tin and other metals—coming in 
slowly when consigned to ultimate con- 
sumer, this consumer not to be upon the 
English “blacklist” or the suspected list 
known as gray.“ 

Lubricating oils—Same as metals. 

Automobiles from America—Only a few 
coming through, although orders have 
been placed for hundreds. 

Automobile tires—Great demand fn 
Sweden for American tires, as practical- 
ly no others on the market and German 
supply cut off. Very few allowed to 
pass the blockade. The stocks in Swe- 
den are mostly held by speculators. One 
dealer in a low-priced American car has 
been forced te pay as high as $300 a set 
for tires for a car selling in the United 
States at a little more than $400 fully 
equipped. Most cars come in tireless. 
Dealers say Great Britain is allowing to 
pass only the same number of tires that 
were imported by Sweden in the 12 
months preceding the war. Sweden 18 
enjoying great prosperity now and there 
are thousands of cars in use above the 


number in the period mentioned.

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THEIR RIGA LINE 
IS IMPENETRABLE 


Associated Press Correspondent 
Visits Front After Recent 
Russian Attacks. 


ON THE DVINA FRONT, SOUTH- 
EAST OF RIGA, Thursday, July 20, via 
Berlin, July 23—The strong Russian 
offensive, which began July 15 along 
the sector between Plakenen and & 
point just southeastward of the eastern 
island of Dalen, in the Dvina River, has 
come, at least temporarily, to an end. 
The correspondent of the Associated 
Press has just returned from a visit to 


the foremost trenches near the eastern 
end of the sector, which has withstood 
the Russian attack. 

The scene was a peaceful one, only an 
occasional cannon or rifle shot breaking 
the silence, although the correspondent 
stood near a hill, the summit of which 
had been flattened a few hours previous- 
ly by the Russian drumfire. 

The attack in this sector was carried 
out, as Also was an attack further east- 
ward toward Uxkull, by five divisions. 
It appears that the attack was designed 
chiefly as a diversion in connection with 
the heavy offensive on both sides of the 
main road running from Kekkau south- 
ward to Bausk. German officers scout 
suggestions that the whole offensive 
was merely a relief movement, designed 
to contract the pressure on the Rus- 
sian lines farther south. They say 
that the nature of the offensive showed 
that beyond a doubt it was a serious 
effort to break the German lines at 
this point. 


50 Hours of Gunfire. 


Along a line of some four or five miles 
long, where the fighting was hottest, 
the Russians after 50 hours of drumfire 
preparation, launched an offensive with 
the Third, Twelfth, Thirteenth and Six- 
teenth divisions—all elite troops—and 
the One Hundred and Twenty-first In- 
fantry Division. The result of the five 
days of desperate efforts was the cap- 
ture by the Russians of a lone German 
listening post, which was to have been 
transformed eventually into an advanced 
permanent position. Russian prisoners 
repeatedly reported that they were only 
five or six survivors in their company. 

German officers naturally make allow- 
ances for exaggeration in such cases, 
but all the officers with whom the cor- 
respondent talked, declared the enemy 
losses had been very great. The German 
losses also naturally were not inconsid- 
erable, but were declared to be light in 
comparison with those of the Russians. 
Whether the Russians will renew their 
efforts in this section cannot be predict- 
ed, but a new offensive would not come 
as a surprise since the strategic value 
of breaking the German front along 
the Kekkau road is plainly understood 
fully by the enemy. Such a breach, if 
one could be made, would compel the 
abandonment of the present German line 
for a considerable distance poth south 
and west of Riga. Prisoners taken re- 
ported that Gen. Kuropatkin came to 
this front for the express purpose of 
conducting the offensive just endoud. 
This is taken as an indication of the 
importance attached to the operations 
here by the enemy. 


Germans Are Confident. 


Every officer seen by the Associated 
Press correspondent express the most 
absolute confidence that the German 
front here is impenetrable. The German 
front still follows the left bank of the 
Dvina River from a point about a mile 
north of Bersemuende to as far south 
as a poworful field glass can carry from 
the highest observation point in the 
whole region, with the exception of a 
small sector between Raggasen and 
Duenhof, where the front keeps to a 
straight line to the Uxkull Bridge hea 4. 
The line has been held without change 
since last autumn. 


Big Successes Are Yet to Come, Says 
Alexieff. 

LONDON, July 2%.—The Times corre- 
spondent at Russian headquarters quotes 
Gen. Michael V. Alexieff, chief of the 
Russian staff, as saying that the en- 
tente allies are still at the beginning of 
their successes. 

What has already been done on the 
Anglo-French and Russian fronts,“ said 
Gen. Alexieff, is merely the beginning. 
This is the forth-eighth day of the 
Russian offensive and there is another 
considerable period of tolerable weather 
before us. The most interesting and 
profitable part of our work is still ahead. 

My confidence is based on a two- 
fold foundation; first, the allies are ad- 
vancing simultaneously and the enemy 
is no longer able to fight us picemea! as 
last year; second, the Germans have 
used up their serves. Moreover, the 
internal situation in Germany is de- 
cidedly critical. All sources of opinion 
eoncur that disorders have broken out 
in every quarter of the German Em- 
pire.”’ : 


Artillery Secret of Russian Success, 
Says Austria. 


BUDAPEST, via London, July %.— 
Overwhelming artillery power is the se- 
eret of the Russian successes, actording 
to a semi-.fficial statement published 
here. The article says: 

“What is the reason for the Russian 
successes’? Briefly, the answer is—noth- 
ing but overwhelming artillery. The war 
is developing more and more into a war 
of mechanics and industries. What Rus- 
sia cannot provide in this respect is 
being given her by her allies. She has 
received munitions in enormous quanti- 
ties. 

“If equipped with these technical 
means of power a General has no more 
need for the intuitions which hitherto 
have been the most prominent quality 
of an army leader—he gets nearer to 
the sober viewpoint of the engineer. 

“On a front of a dozn miles the normal 
number of cannon is 200 to 900. If this 
number its doubled or trebled and masses 
ef ammunition are provided, then rela- 
tive is established. Our 
artillery cannot rival the overpowering 
strength of the enemy’s guns and is, 
therefore, unable to protect our infan-

President Wilson let it be known today 
that he will insist on the adoption of the 
pending child labor and Federal em- 
ployes’ compensation bills by Congress 
during the present session. While it has 
been known that he favored both meas- 
ures, there have been intimations that 
the President might consent to have 
them postponed until December. 

A favorable committee report was filed 
in the Senate today on the compensation 
bill, which has passed the House. 

SA caucus of Democratic Senators has 
been called for tonight to consider in- 
cluding the child labor bill in this ses- 
slon's program.

leading from the air chamber into the 
tunnel. 

This door was jammed by the blast 
and deadly fumes poured out of the 
tunnel, almost overcoming Dolan. He 
marfaged to close the door, and then, 
releasing the high pressure from the 
air chamber, he opened the door lead- 
ing to the crib above and gave the 
alarm to men at the surface of the 
lake. 

Superintendent John Johson sum- 
moned volunteers and led the first res- 
cue party of volunteers down the ele- 
vator and into the tunnel. One hun- 
dred and fifty feet from the bottom of 
the shaft they began to stumble, 
crumple and fall, overcome by fumes. 

Dolan, who had resumed his post in 
the air chamber, rushed after them. He 
saw a flash of light in the darkness. 
It proved to be Johnson’s flashlight, 
which he still grasped where he had 
fallen. Dolan dragged him back to the 
bottom of the elevator and went back. 
Almost dead himself he dragged Peter 
McKenna to safety. Then he collapsed. 
Others from the crib took the three up 
the elevator and they were piacea 
aboard boats which had been attracted 
from shore by rockets. 

It was two hours later that Van 
Duzen, who had been summoned from 
his home dy telephone, organized the 
second rescue party on shore and went 
to the crib. With his men he descended 
into the tunhel. His men found Michael 
Keogh of the first rescue party still 
alive and dragged him out. They wert 
in again only to suffer the same fate 
which had befallen the first party, but 
four of them managed to stagger back 
to safety. ‘The others dia not come out 
until the third rescue party was organ 
ized and went after them. 

The third rescue party reached the 
air lock and through the bull’s eye could 
see four men of the Van Duzen party 
lying inside. By smashing the glass, 
Clancy and the others, although partly 
overcome by the poisonous gas, dragged 
out three men, Van Duzen being one of 
them. When they got them to the sur- 


face the men were apparently dead, 


but strenuous efforts made to revive 
them succeeded, although they are in u 
precarious condition. 

It became known today that work in 
the bore had been suspended three 
days ago because gas was found. Tho 
men sent in last night went to work be- 
lieving the gas had been eliminated. 


Told That Tunnel Was Safe. 
We should never have gone into the 


tunnel last night.“ said Dolan today. 
“We never got a report from the chem- 
ist whether the place was safe and clear 
of gas, but they said it was all right 
for us to go.“

FOR SCHOOL BONDS 


President Harper Tells Why 
Twenty New Buildings 
Are Needed. 


Two-thirds of all the votes cast at 
the special election, to be held Nov. 11, 
will be required to pass the $3,000,000 
bond issue for the construction of 20 new 
school buildings, 18 for white children 


and two for negroes. 

An appeal to business and civic or- 
ganizations, for their aid in obtaining 
votes for the bond issue, has been sent 
out by James P. Harper, President of 
the Board of Education. In this appeal 
he gives a list of the new buildings 
needed, and he quotes from the report 
of Dr. C. H. Judd of the University of 
Chicago, who conducted a scientific sur- 
vey of the schools here. This report tes- 
tines to the need for the new buildings, 
and states that the funds for these 
buildings cannot be spared from the reg- 
ular school revenue’. 


Where Schools Are Needed. 

The list of the needed school buildings. 
with their respective locations, is ar 
follows: 

Bates School, North Market street and 
Spring avenue; Bircher, Bircher and 
Semple; Canterbury, 7124 Canterbury; 
Clifton Heights, Old Manchester road 
and Sulphur; Cupples, King’s highway 
and Cote Brilliante; Devonshire, Mack- 
lind and Lansdowne; Gardenville, King’s 
highway and Gravois; Hamilton, Hamil. 
ton and Westminster; King’s Highway, 
King’s highway and Penrose; Linden- 
wood, McCausland and Lindenwood; 
Long, Morganford and Walsh; Neosho, 
Grand and Neosho; Penrose, Clayton 
and Central; Roe, Mitchell, near Prath- 
er; Shenandoah, Shenandoah and Louisi- 
ana; Stix, Duncan and Euclid; Wood- 
ward, Alabama and Bates; Northwestern 
High School, King’s highway and San 
Francisco; Cottage Avenue (negro), in 
place of portable buildings on Cottage 
avenue; Garnett (negro), 5400 Bulwer. 

These buildings, it is stated, will cost 
about $3,000,000, expended within the 
next five years. This will enable the 
schools to keep up, at least, to their 
present standard. 

If the bonds are not voted, President 
Harper says, one of two results will fol- 
low. Either $1,000,000 a year will have 
to be taken from instruction to provide 
buildings; or, for lack of buildings, 
thousands of pupils will have to be 
limited to a half-day’s schooling. To 
take $1,000,000 a year from the funds 
for instruction, it is declared, will change 
completely the standard of the schools. 

In explaining further the need for a 
special building fund, to be provided by 
a bond issue, the board’s circular says: 

“We are now educating 80,479 pupils in 
the elementary school and 8254 pupils 
in the high schools. The annual increase 
in the elementary schools is 1200 pupils, 
and in the high schools over 500 pupils. 
In 1900, the high schools enrolled only 5 
out of every 1000 pupils in the schools, 
while in 1915 they enrolled 86 out of every 
1000 in the schools. 

“In the past 15 years the number of 
children of school age in the city in- 
creased but 9 per cent, while the num-

U. S. PRESSES FOR COMPLETE 
REPLY AS TO MAIL SEIZURES 


Ambassaders to Lenden and Paris 
Instructed to Urge Answer on 
Principles Involved. 
WASHINGTON, July 2%.—Instructions | 
to impress upon the British and French 
Governments that the United States de- 
sires a complete reply to its last note 
regarding interference with neutral 
mails were cabled ‘by the State Depart- 
ment yesterday to Ambassador Page at 
London, and Ambassador Sharp at 
Paris. The step was taken after Presi- 
dent Wilson and other officials had 
studied the British memorandum dealing 
with specific complaints, and deferring 
a reply to the American contentions re 

garding the principles involved, 

The official text of the memorandum, 
made public by the State Department, 
reveals that Great Britain feels obliged 
to disclaim responstbility“ for the spe- 
cific occurrences complained of in the 
American note until there has been 
‘opportunity of investigation in detail.” 

The communication concludes that the 
specific complaints in the American nots 
“do not support the general charges 
against the efficiéncy, of the British 
censorship which the Government of the 
United States have put forward.” 


DELAY NO GAUSE FOR ALARM 
SAYS DEUTSCHLAND’S CAPTAIN 


Says “Circumstances and Conditions” 
He Cannot Control, Hold Up 
Departure. 
BALTIMORE, July 25.—*‘Circum- 
stances and conditions over which we 
have no control are keeping us in Balti- 
more. There is no cause for alarm from 
any source. At the proper time we will 
get away; there is a time for every- 

thing.“ 

Thus did Capt. Paul Koenig, g¢om- 
mander of the German merchant subma- 
rine Deutchland explain his presence in 
Baltimore today, when asked what is 
delaying his sailing. What these “‘cir- 
cumstances and conditions’ are Capt.

‘that the present State primary law 


breaks down the moral stamina of can- 
didates by giving them enormous temp- 
tations to bid for votes by making all 
kinds of promises. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter, in his 
room at the Planters Hotel today, Judge 
Lamm amplified his views on the State 
primary. He said that if he had known 
before he became a candidate for Gov- 
ernor the things that he now knows he 
could not have been pulled into the gov- 
ernorship race by all the oxen in Mis- 
souri. — 

“This State primary law,“ Judge 
‘Lamm said, “presents a very serious 
matter that needs attention. Our pri- 
mary law is a crude attempt of the Leg- 
isiature at this kind of legislation. The 
faw was not carefully thought out. It 
permits a nomination dy a minority of a 
party. In this present contest the 
chances are that no Republican or 
Democratic candidate for Governor wiil 
get a majority of the vote of his party. 

Majority Not Necessary. 

In our own contest, a Republican 
candidate might get as low as 2% per 
cent of the party vote at the primary 
and be nominated, there being four 
candidates. A Democratic candidate, 
there being seven candidates, might te 
nominated by 15 per cent of the vote 
Such a result under a convention sys- 
tem would have hes tes consternation 
and defeat. 

“In Iowa the ena law requires 30 
per cent to nominate. Wisconsin has 
a first and second choice (preferential 
voting) under which, by some process 
of reasoning, it is figured out that a 
candidate who receives a majority of 
first and second choice votes is really 
the candidate of the majority. Down 
South, the primary laws requirg a ma- 
jority of the party vote to nominate. 
If no candidate has a majority in the 
firat primary, then there is a second 
primary election for the selection of a 
candidate from the two having the 
highest number of votes in the firat 
primary. With our experiences in the 
primary here, I think none of us would 
want two primaries. 

“But that is not the gravest trouble 
with the law. The law is radically un- 
sound in that it gives enormous tc:npta- 
tions to bid for votes by making a. 
kinds of promises. The temptation iz 
too great for the moral stamina of the 
candidates. 

“They offer all sorts of inducements 
and promises. They boast about thera- 
selves. They are better than their op- 
ponents. The system breeds strife and 
sedition, lies and slanders, These lies 
and slanders spring necessarily from 
the system itself, because the tempta- 
tion to indulge in them is too great 
for the candidates. 

Expense ls Heavy. 

“So much is the moral stamina of can- 
didates broken down that they will take 
one position in one part of the county 
where that position is popular, and an 
entirely different position in some other 
part of the country where it is unpopu- 
lar, We have an example of this in this 
campaign in the wet and dry issue. 

“My greatest complaint against the 
primary system is that it operates to 
deter or prohibit modest, capable, worthy 
men of limited means from aspiring to 
a State office. The expense is too bur- 
densome, and the system is calculated 
to bring to the front vain people who 
Want to advertise themselves and to 
permanently keep out of public life the 
highest grade men, who will not under- 
take the burden of a state-wide pri- 
mary campaign. 

I have denounced this system all over 
the State. I think the law will have to 
be modified to make voluntary on a 
party whether it should have a primary. 
The Democrats can have no concern as 
to how the Republican party nominates 
its candidates. The Republicans can 
have no concern as to how the Demo- 
rats nominate their candidates. In 
éach case it is the domestic, family af- 
fair of the party, and if a party adopts 
& bad system it should suffer for it at 
the polis. In its palmiest days the con- 
vention system did not produce a tithe 
of the corruption that the primary sys- 
tem produces. 

Says People Are Disgusted. 

The philosophical theory of the 
Primary law was that the office 
should seek the man, but in actual 
practice the men are seeking the of- 
flee and the people have become 
weary and disgusted with such long 
political agontes as we are having 
bm wa- econtest. 

“Of course my position may not te 
& popular one, but if my candidacy 
does nothing else it does give me a 
Chance to tell my views of the un-

He said he noticed that the child was 
smeared with grease, and he learned by 
inquiry that some of the neighbors had 
killed a male dog, in pursuance of an 
old-world superstition, and that Bosca 
had applied the grease, obtained from 
the dog’s body, to the child. 

Friday, Dr. Stines said, he went back 
to administer treatment, and was met 
at the door by Bosca, who refused to let 
him in. 

Dr. Stines said he told Bosca that the 
child would get well if the anti-toxin 
treatment was continued, and might die 
if it was not continued. Well,“ he said 
Bosca replied, “I give a damn. The 
dog’s grease will cure her.“ 


POLICE WORK ON THEORY THAT 
WOMAN DOCTOR WAS MURDERED 


Death of Dr. Harris, Shot by Her 
Fiance, Expected 
Hourly, 

BOSTON, July 2%.—The death of Dr. 
Wilfred E. Harris, who was shot by 
Dr. Aldridge D. Atwood a week ago, is 
expected hourly today. The police so far 
as is known have found no explanation 
for the death by poisoning of Dr. Celia 
P. Adams, beyond that given by Atwood, 
who upon his arrest said he had shot 
Harris because the latter had come be- 
tween the young woman and Atwood, 
making their marriage impossible and 
causing the suicide of Miss Adams.

DEATHS AND 
PARALYSIS CA 
AGAIN INCR 


38 in New York Succumb, and 
150 Contract Disease in 
Twenty-Four Hours, 


NEW YORK, July 2%.—Both deaths and 
new cases increased today in the epi- 
demic of infantile paralysis. During the 
24-hour period ending at 10 a. m., 38 


children died from the disease and 150 
were stricken. 

Since the beginning of the epidemic, 
a month ago today, there have been 
647 deaths and 3098 cases. 

Because of the epidemic the Salvation 
Army's fresh air home at North Branch, 
N. J., has been closed to more than 3000 
mothers and children from the slums of 
New York City. 

Two adult victims of infantile paraly- 
sis were reported from New Jersey yes- 
terday and a third grown person is sus- 
pected of having the disease. One was 
Miss Elizabeth Clark, 21 years old, a 
clerk in a dry goods store in Eliza- 
beth, who died soon after she had been 
taken to the isolation hospital, her 
whole body becoming paralyzed. Final- 
ly she told the nurse she was losing the 
power of speech. She died minutes 
later. It is belleved she Contacte the 
malady on a visit to Newark he sec- 
ond adult victim was Miss Bertha Wai- 
bel of Montclair, 38 years old. Two phy- 
sicians confirmed the diagnosis and she 
was removed to the hospital. 

Joseph Martin, 24 years old, was taken 
fo the same hospital. He is suffering 
from tubercular meningitis and infan- 
tile paralysis as well is suspected. 

James Cassidy, an adult victim, whose 
case was reported last week, has taken 
a turn for the worse. 

Senior Surgeon Charles E. Banks, in 
charge of the Government doctors who 
are trying to prevent the. interstate 
spread of infantile paralysis, has an- 
nounced that the Public Health Serv- 
ice has ordered all persons leaving New 
York with children for points outside 
of the State must provide the children 
with health certificates. !

105 Receiving Food, Clothing 
and Medical and Legal Assist- 
ance From Committee. 


Requests for help from the dependent 
families of members of the First Regi- 


ment and A Battery, National Guard 
of Missouri, are increasing in number 
daily, according to M. L. Wilkinson, 
chairman, and J. D. Lynn, general 
manager of the Citizens’ National Guard 
Committee, 320 Security Building. 

In a number of cases families which 
needed relief and were entitled to it 
have been backward about asking for 
aid. In nearly all cases these depend- 
ents have waited as long as possible 
before soliciting help from the commit- 
tee, and for this reason, when they did 
appear their need was immediate and 
urgent. 

Three families were added yesterday to 
the committee’s list, now numbering 105 
families, for which the committee has 
teen providing food and other necessary 
articles. Besides food and clothing, the 
ccmmittee has arranged for free medical 
and legal services, and in some cases 
the medical service has been the un- 
doubted means of saving life. 

No St. Louisan Released. 

Not one of the St. Louis guardsmen 
has been released from service through 
War Department's order, which osten- 
sibl provides for the release of those 
havins families. The committee expects 
but little relief, if any, from this ruling. 
In practic, it applies only to privates, 
as there is an unwillingness to release 
nonccmmi sioned officers. Before a pri- 
vate can be released affidavits must be 
obtained from his dependents, a process 
requiring legal formalities. The great- 
est obstacle, however, is the feeling pre- 
vailing among the guardsmen, who are 
inclined to consider anyone seeking re- 
lease a ‘quitter,’ regardless of indt- 
vidual circumstances, 

The committee is now sending out ap- 
peals at the rate of 500 a day for pledges 
of monthly contributions to its fund. 
The sum needed each month is esti- 
mated at $12,000, but at present only $3500 
a month has been pledged. Including 
the monthly pledges thus far paid and 
lump sums, the committee has received 
about $7000 to date. 

The appeals, in many cases, are being 
sent to the employes of large firms, as 


the firms themselves are now paying the 


salaries of their absent members of the 


national guard.

SITUATION CALLED 
WORST SINCE 80'S 


Asquith Declares He Will 
Appeal to Country Over

Stage. 


LONDON, July 2%.—All the London 
papers today comment earnestly and 
gravely on the collapse of the Irish 
negotiations. 

The Daily Telegraph says: The 
abandonment of the recent hopes of a 
settlement means frouble—trouble in 
Ireland and trouble in the house. We 


have the old millstone tied around our 
necks in a heav or and more danger- 
ous shape than ever, and we shall be 
fortunate if it does not hamper our 
progress at every step through the deep 
waters to be traversed.“ 

The Daily News says: The collapse 
of the negotiations leaves the Irish 
problem -n t merely unsettled, but worse 
than it has been at any time since the 
eighties.“ 

The Express says: The whole busi- 
ness is a deplorable tragedy. There 
has been a plethora of delay and mis- 
understanding, until pow we are faced 
with the breakdown of a political truce 
which has existed since the beginning 
of the war, and the leaders of the 
nation who should be devoting all their 
minds to defeating the enemy are again 
to be distracted by an internal feud and 
dissension.”’ 

The Graphic says: “Once more the 
attempt to establish home rule has 
failed because, like previous home rule 
schemes, it neither satisfies Irish sen- 
timent nor secures justice for Great 
Britain.“ 

Lloyd-George Resignation Rumor. 

The Daily News reports that David 
Liloyd-George, in view of the failure of | 
the Irish negotiations in which he was 
the chieft agent,offered to resign his po- 
sition. 

“The Premier’s attitude,” says the 
News, is understood to be that if Mr. 
Lloyd-George resigns he should con- 
sider himself obliged to resign also. The 
matter is not now being discussed. 

A significant remark was made in 
the House of Commons last evening 
by Premier Asquith at the conclusion of 
a debate on a motion for adjournment 
made by John Redmond, the nationalist 
leader, after an announcement by the 
Premier that the Government had no 
intention of introducing any home rule 
for Ireland bill with regard to which 
there was no substantial agreement 
among all parties. In appealing to the 
Nationalists not to throw away the op- 
portunity for bringing home rule into 
immediate operation, Mr. Asquith said: 

“I ask the House and will ask the 
country, if necessary, if the Govern- 
ment’s proposals are not falr.“ 

Just before the motion of Mr. Red- 
mond was voted down, Mr. Asquith di- 
rectly addressed the Nationalists, de- 
nying that any partiality had been 
shown to either side during the nego- 
tiations. Mr. Asquith declared that the 
exclusion of the. six Ulster counties 
from the operation of the home rule 
act was, in his mind, the greatest give 
and take arrangement ever made in 
the history of a political controversy, 
and he asked the Nationalists not to 
break off the negotiations, 

The determination of the. Nationalists 
to resist any modification in the terms 
of the agreement, and the declaration 
of David Lloyd-George, who negotiated 
the agreement, that the Government 
would not force new proposals on the 
Irish nation, were the outcome of the 
debate. 


How Situation Stands. 
The situation in Ireland thus remains 


where it was, with the additional fac- 
tor of the unrest brought about by the 
disappointed hopes of a settlement of 
the issues. In the absence of any 
amending bill, the situation now is that 
the order in council, postponing the op- 
eration of the home rule act as it stands 
on the statute book until six months 
after the lapse of 18 months, mentioned 
in the order in council, issued in Sep- 
tember, 1915, unless the war has pre- 
viously ended, remains in force. 

Mr. Redmond characterized the new 
proposals as an absolute and disgraceful 
breach of faith toward his supporters. 
Lloyd-George regarded the Nationalist 
failure to agree to them as a disaster, 
while Sir Edward Carson, the Unionist 
leader in Ulster, declared it would be a 
good thing if he and Mr. Redmond 
could shake hands on the floor of the 
House, but that to bring such an event 
about there must be no idea of the co- 
ercion of Ulster.

SOME PAY BILLS 


Corporations Have Nearly All 
Met Assessment—Notices 
Being Mailed Daily. 


Everything from mild dissatisfaction 
to violent opposition and threats of liti- 


gation is to be found among the 23,000 
property owners who have to pay ,- 
433,650.02, which the new Mill Creek 
sewer has cost them. These taxpayers 
dwell in 118% city blocks, which ars 
drained in whole or in part by the new 
sewer. 

Most of the opposition to the method 
of levying the special taxes is among 
property owners in South St. Louis, who 
have formed an association and em- 
ployed attorneys in an effort to make 
the city pay for building the sewer. 


because of the magnitude of the im- 
provement and the extensive area whieh 
it affects, the cost should have been 
paid by the city as a hole, either 
through a bond issue or by an increase 
in the tax rate. To this city officials 
have replied that the policy for the last 
20 years has been to construct sewers at 
the expense of those who are benefited, 
and that the city paid 46 per cent of the 
cost of the original Mill Creek sewer. 

Special tax bills are now being sent 
to the 23,000 persons and corporations 
against whom they were issued. The 
Mississippi Valley Trust Co. and the 
Mercantile Trust Co., representing the 
Carter Construction Co., the contractor, 
are collecting the morey. About 200 
tax bills have already been paid with- 
out protest and others are being liquidat- 
ed at the rate of more than 100 a day. 
Nearly all the corporations which have 
been assessed for the improvement have 
paid the full amounts charged to them. 
Among these are the Missouri Pacific, 
Iron Mountain, Wabash, Frisco, Rock 
Island and Terminal Railroads, the 
United Railways, Lac'ede Gas, Waters 
Pierce Oil Co. and the Union Electric. 

Sewer Now in Use. 

The work of building the sewer was 
divided into two sections. The first in- 
cluded the stretch from the river to 
Jefferson avenue. The second was that 
from Jefferson avenue to Vandeventer 
and Duncan avenues. Construction be- 
gan in September, 1914, and was com- 
pleted about six weeks ago. The new 
sewer is now in use. The old Mill Creek 
sewer will continue to carry about half 
the drainage of the district. Laterals 
and branches formerly connected with 
the old sewer have in some cases been 
diverted to the new channel, so as to 
divide the burden between them. 

A uniform rate of $1.002 per 100 square 
feet was levied to pay for the first sec- 
tion, and a rate of $1.063739 per 10) 
square feet for the second section. The 
sum of these rates is what property 
owners in the district will have to pay. 
The owner of a lot 30x160 feet will there- 
fore be charged $92.51. 

Bills for the new sewer are payable 
30 days after the date of notice to the 
taxpayers. They may be paid in three 
annual installments, with interest at 
the rate of 6 per cept a year on deferred 
payments. If the first installment or 
the whole bill is not paid monthly at the 
éxpiration of the 30 days’ grace, the 
entire amount, with interest at the rate 
of 8 per cent, is collectible by suit. Some 
of the bills were presented about June 
1, but most of them are yet to be ren- 
dered. All of them, however, have been 
delivered by the city to the two trust 
companies which are acting for the con- 
tractor. 

It is pointed out by city officials that 
all the big sewers constructed in the 
last 15 years have been financed by spe- 
cial taxes. The Harlem Creek sewer in 
North St. Louis and the Gingrass Creek 
sewer in Carondelet were built with 
funds raised by special taxes. A bond 
issue or an increase in the tax rate, 
they say, would impose a burden on 
those who have already borne the ex- 
pense of sewers in their respective sec- 
tions. 

Square Foot Basis Upheld. 

The rate per square foot is the only

Triple A to Inaugurate Annual 
Event for Juveniles on 
August 12. 


In order to appease the demand ot
